THE INITIATIVE 
AND REFERENDUM 


A Democratic Paper Doubts the Wis­ 
dom of Saddling It 
Upon Ohio. 


The Pittsburg Post, a Democratic 
paper, if there is on** in existence, 
says 
editorially: 
"Th** 
Democratic 
slate convention of Ohio gave a cer­ 
tain assent to the principle of the in 
it iittive* and referendum in certain mat 
ters cf legislation and law making, 
ti 
is applied specifically to all municipal 
legislation 
’renewing, 
extending 
or 
modifying franchises,’ requiring that 
they shall not be operative until eon 
firmed by ii majority vote of the p<‘*» 
(lie, with the ’prohibition of perpetual 
franchises 
altogether.’ 
We 
believe 
these two declarations, aud especially 
the latter, meet with th** general ap 
pruval of thoughtful citizens. 
But th*' 
Dili*) convention went further, 
and 
pledged itself to the 'general priori 
pie of tho initiative twit! referendum 
in all other matters of legislation.' 
This is un experiment of very doubt­ 
ful merit. 
Iii fact, we doubt if it would 
he generally applied even if incorpor­ 
ated iii our system of government. We 
have an illustration of this in Oregon. 
which has adopted the referendum in 
its entirety. 
“In some other states it lias been 
applied in mollified form, but in Or** 
gun the whole doctrine Iras been a* 
copied by constitutional amendment. 
I tv this amendment, recently adopted, 
new legislation does not become opera- 
tive until ninety days have elapsed af 
ter its approval by the governor. These 
ninety days give the objectors to cer­ 
tain legislation their opportunity. Dm 
lug that time 5 per cent of the voters 
by .signing a petition r an compel the 
submission of any act to which they 
object to the people voting at a spo 
elal election, and only when indorsed 
by *r majority of them doe-, it go into 
effect. 
“The Oregon legislature this year- 
passed the uhuh I number of laws, sub 
ject to th** usual possibility of being 
submitted lo the arbitrament of th** 
l>a I Lit, but thus far. though some acts 
have awakened hostility, the necessary 
5 per cent of th** voters have not peti 
tinned for a reference. 
Some of the 
labor unions tried to get a vote on tlu* 
question of making an appropriation 
of $500,000 to the Lewis & Clark Ex 
position company. Hut only 3,900 sig­ 
natures could b*> obtained for the peti 
Hon for a reference, which is 400 less 
than tlit* required 5 per cent of th** vot 
ers. 
“This shows th.* practicability of 
making the referendum of little cf 
feet in defeating laws passed by th* 
legislature, although th** principle may 
hold good. 
The provisions are rare. 
it is manifest, when it will be a curb 
on unpopular and indefensible legisla­ 
tion. 
The guards and restrictions on 
lawmaking by constitutional provis­ 
ions are so effective and sweeping 
that the referendum would not be like­ 
ly to lr*' called into use. as it has been 
refused in Oregon. 
Another strong ob­ 
jection is that its adoption 
would 
abridge the responsibility of legisla 
tors, and impair the efficiency and in 


I dependence of representatives of the 
I people.

it is m anifest, when it will he a curb 
on unpopular and indefensible legisla­ 
tion. 
T he guards and restrictions on 
law-making by constitutional provis­ 
ions are so effective and sw eeping 
that the referendum would not he like­ 
ly to he called into use. as it has been 
refused in Oregon. 
A nother strong ob­ 
je c tio n is th at its adoption 
would 
abridge the responsibility of legisla 
tors, and im pair the efficiency and in ­ 
d e p e n d e n c e of representatives of th e 
[people. 
It is a sentim ental notion th at 
will be of little practical value."
